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Phi nt i itg  Hoses 

While  roses,  under  favorable  circumstan- 
ces, are  easily  grown,  yet  when  weather  is 
dry  and  conditions  adverse,  a great  deal  of 
care  is  necessary,  and  to  give  the  plant  a good 
start  we  urge  attention  to  the  following  sug- 
gestions: 

Plant  Deep,  2 to  3 inches  deeper  than  the 
root  stock  shows  it  to  have  stood  in 
the  nursery.  Heap  a mound  of  earth  about 
the  bush  to  the  depth  of  four  inches  above 
the  ground  level  and  cut  the  rose  back  to  a 
iheight  of  one  inch  above  the  mound.  Water 
freely  and  leave  the  mound  of  dirt  until  the 
rose  shows  a tendency  to  grow,  or  until  diy 
weather  is  over,  and  then  remove  to  a level 
with  the  ground.  Plant  in  well  worked  soil. 
Never  allow  sod  to  form  close  to  the  bush* 
Follow  these  suggestions  and  you  will  have 
no  difficulty.
